The power* have replied with 
a counter proposal that President Roose¬ 
velt himself arbitrate the issues. 

These were the developments over 
night iu the Venesudan matter, and they 
seem to justify the predict low made in 
these dispatches that the critical point 
had been passed. President Roosevelt 
does not wish to act as arbitrator in this 
dispute, for as such, it is felt here, he 
would be at once judge, jury and con¬ 
stable, and would be under the moral 
obligation to execute his own judgment. 
The President feels that a reference to 
The Hague tribunal would vastly 
strengthen the Court of Arbitration. 
Btill, rather fihan see the present dispute 
proceed to extremes It is probable the 
President will reluctantly assume the 
duties of arbitrator.

“The Imperial government desires that 
the government of Venezuela immediate¬ 
ly satisfy the claims of German sub¬ 
ject#, arising from the civil war, and 
that the other matters in which the In¬ 
terests of Gorman subjects are involved 
be arbitrated. In order that this be 
done, it becomes necessary that tbe de¬ 
claration be made of tbe claims under 
consideration, and if they are just, the 
federal executive, at the representa¬ 
tives of »u honorable and cultured gov- 
wnrnent, hasten to give assurances that 
as such these claims will he examined. 
Treatment with the Interested parties 
will facilitate, hasten cr end in the sat¬ 
isfaction of said obligations. Tbe Vene¬ 
zuelan government only awaits such 
time when the work of pacification in 
which it In engaged shall permit it to 
issue an order re-establishing public 
credit The claims arising out of the 
present war, Which still devastates the 
republic, will be treated with all justice 
under the lows to be passed to cover 
the requirements. Upon the special 
command of my government I refrain 
from replying to that part of your 
name which relates to joint actiou on 
tbe part of Germany and the United 
Kingdom. A power like Venesuela, 
which is in need of no stimulus to 
prompt it to fulfil its legal obligations 
to its utmost ability, can never expect 
iu its intercourse with other cultured 
notions any course of action which shall 
pot conform to the principles of mu¬ 
tual respect and the rules of reciprocal 
cordiality.

man envoy, and dated Caracas, Decem¬ 
ber 7th. Tills answer was transmitted by 
the foreign office to Herr von Pilgrinv- 
BaKazzi on December 9th. It ts signed 
by Lopes Baralt, and is as follows: 

'^Caracas, Dec. 7th, 1902. 
“T9 the Hon von Pilgrim-Baltazzi: 

“8ir,-“-On the afternoon of the 7th in- 
ntnnt, a feast day, an employee of the 
German legation called! at my private 
residence for the purpose of delivering 
* note from yon of that date. Courtesy 
alone caused me to accept this note un¬ 
der these circumstances. I think it hi 
wreessary, before stating the purposes 
and desires of the federal executive, to 
refer to certain points in the first por¬ 
tion of your note, which are subject to 
rectification in order to reconcile the es¬ 
sential object of the note with the cir¬ 
cumstances of the case. The argument 
which the Venezuelan government recites 
in its communication of May 9th, in 
which exception was taken to all the 
c’octrine set forth in the preceding cor¬ 
respondence, is cited in the said note as 
the only argument of the Venezuelan 
government against diplomatic interfer¬ 
ence in matters of a certain nature. In 
this note, as in the memo of March. 1901, 
tivis argument is based upon the Highest 1 
principles of international law. 

“Tho . Venezuelan government per¬ 
ceived with the utmost surprise that 
yen attribute to it a desire to consider 
this point only in the light of interior 
legislation by citing from our note of 
May 9th. of thin year, the 20th article 
**f the treaty of amity, on centmerca 
sad navigation between theGerman gov¬ 
ernment and the republic of Colombia, 
of the 23rd of July, 1802. Our oniy^U- 
sirc wtn to add another pi oof to those 
r.tready brought forward with regard to 
the assent of the Imperiul government 
t* this same doctrine as maintained by 
Venesuela.

Don’t Stay Sick 

When a Postal Will Bring Yon a Way 
to Get Well. 


Staff of Saak of British North America 
Will Eater Permanent Offices 
on Monday. 


Novelties Tor 


On Monday next the new offices of the 
Bank of .British North America will be 
opened for business. The buildipg is 
situated on Yates street, below Gov¬ 
ernment street, on the site occupied by 
that bank ever since a branch was 
opened in the city. It was in the year 
1859 that the Bank of B. N. A. opened 
in Victoria. The staff then consisted of 
three members, and in order to reach 
this place they were forced to make the; 
trip down the Atiantio Coast to Central j 
America, where they crossed the Isthmus J 
to the Padflc, thence coming to this city. 
The bullying erected aa a place of bnei- j 
ness was a very elaborate one for those 
(lays. It 'continued to serve the needs 
up to less than a year agd, when it be¬ 
came absolutely imperative to provide 
new and better quarters. 'The material 
for the original bank building' was, with 
the Exception of {the atone, torooght 
round the Horn from England. To 
meet the demands of the increased busi¬ 
ness, alterations were rondo from time 
to time in the inside fittings, until it 
became too crowded to perinft of being 
used, when the decision was reached to 
tear down this block, familiar to all the 
old residents 6f the city, and erect in its 
place the more modern structure, which 
opens oq Monday. The new| building 
hat been erected by Itobt. Diusdale, who 
lies carried out his contract with dis¬ 
patch. 

The bank in outwr.rd appearance re¬ 
sembles the head office nt Montreal in a 
marked degree. The architectural de¬ 
sign is a plain one, bat stability la a 
marked characteristic. The massive 
granite pillars along the frout aid ma¬ 
terially in giving it this appe|rance. 

Crowning the front of the building 
the rough stone has been placed in posi¬ 
tion, in which there will-be carved the 
royal coat-of-arms. Tils, the Bank of 
North America, by virtue of its holding 
a royal charter, is permitted to use. 

The inside of the bank has been 
modelled upon a very simple design. A 
K« mi-citcular counter separates the public 
office from the private batik quarters. 
The various offices are arranged at this 
counter, separated by low plate glasa 
partitions. There is no heavy work of 
any kind used above the leyel of the 
top of the counter, all tills being glass, 
w hich In no way obstructs the vfcijw of 
tlie Vhole inside. The various clerics are 
also in clear view of one another. 

In the centre of the public office a 
large oval table stands for the Conveni¬ 
ence of those doing business at the hank. 
This, together with the counter, is of 
mahogany,the deep color adding very ma¬ 
terially to the rich appearance of the 
offices. The wood work throughout was 
done by the local firm of Weller Bros., 
which is an additional sonree of grati¬ 
fication to residents of this city. This 
work is pronounced first class in every 
respect, and is highly satisfactory. The 
same firm are to pat in the rubber til¬ 
ing which will be used on the floor of 
the public office. The glass in the low 
partitions among the offices was brought 
direct from Montreal, while the cathe¬ 
dral glass, between the business offices 
i.nd the manager’s private room, was 
obtained in Vancouver.

Now that the health authorities have 
taken alarm over the somewhat startling 
conditions prevailing in Son Francisco, 
it might be of interest to state that 
steamers coming from that port are in¬ 
spected at William Head just ar par¬ 
ticularly now as they were a year or 
more ago, when vessels from the Sound 
were closely examined as well.

but of these new regulations Quarantine 
Officer Watt knows nothing as yet. The 
Umatilla, which came in from California 
Inst night, passed through the same 
formalities as other steamers of the line 
have heretofore. She had 91 passengers 
oii board, a dozen or more of whom were 
lauded here.

The Boston Steamship* Company’s big 
freighter, the 8hawraut, proceeds to sea 
diiect from Tacoma to-day, and will not 
call at Victoria.

William Blackstone, who, in 1034, dis¬ 
posed of it to colonists from Salem for 
£30. The name was given to the place 
in honor of Boston, England. So Sliaw- 
mnt Is the Indian name of the ground 
site of our present city of Boston.”

eminent waa certain. Under tke c!r- I 
cumatancea it la perhaps not remarkabls 
that the late government never got ready 
to bring on an election in North Vic¬ 
toria. Now the present Premier dla- 
claima all reaponaibllitT- for the acta of 
hla predecessor, although he waa an 
accessory to some of the moat reprehen¬ 
sible of the said ACta. He claims credit 
for the haste with which the election in 
North Victoria waa brought on by him¬ 
self, and that he flhouid be relieved from 
all responsibility for the injustice in¬ 
flicted in the past. ' A very ingenious 
plea, wput the Colonel could scarcely do 
anything else than bring on the election. 
It would be a rather dif&cult task to 
justify the disfranchisement of the con¬ 
stituency for another year. Besides it 
baa been carefully nursed by Mr. 
Robertson for a twelvemonth, and if the 
electors are not now in a frame of mind 
to look with a tolerant eye upon the sins 
of the government they never will be. 

At the present juncture the electors 
of North Victoria owe a duty to them¬ 
selves and to the whole of British Co¬ 
lumbia. At men of spirit’ they cannot 
afford to condone the injustice the pres¬ 
ent‘government—which is but an inade¬ 
quately expurgated edition of the late 
oue—haa inflicted upon tHem. And it ia 
their duty to tell the Ministers on poll¬ 
ing day that the ret of injustice perpe¬ 
trated upon one section of the province 
caunot be repeated with impunity In 
another section. If the government 
carries'North Victoria it will be able to 
tell the representative of the Crown 
that the electors of the constituency di¬ 
rectly interested have approved of the 
advice tendered him by hla Ministers, 
although that counsel was manifestly 
iu antagonism to all the principles of 
responsible government. If they signify 
their appro to 1 of the course of the ad¬ 
ministration, that administration, if it 
finds itself in danger of being placed in 
a minority by a reverse in West Yale, 
will be tempted to treat that constitu¬ 
ency as it treated North Victoria. Te 
the remonstrances of His Honor -the 
Lieut.-Governor the very effective reply 
will be in order that the coarse of the 
government in tbfl past bes been vindi¬ 
cated by the only tribunal capable of 
pronouncing upon the matter. 

The duty of North Victoria is obvious, 1 
and its responsibility is serious. It can 
only perform its duty and relieve itself 
of lesponaibility by electing Mr. Pater¬ 
ae n.

They are 
bad already, and, what’s more to the 
point, they are destined to grow worse. 
This country hog reached the top of its 
prosperity. If the serious downward 
movement has not already begun, it is 
not fur off. There are more reasons 
then one for this; chief among them ia 
the uncertain state of mind in which the 
New York men find themselves from day 
to day. Uncertainty is the worst thing 
on earth for the moneyed interests of a 
country. They fear tho United States 
will be drawn into a war with England 
and Germany. Many of them actually 
expect a clash with Germany.” 

Mr. Hill is unnecessarily disturbed. 
The possibility of a clash of arms over 
Venezuela is very remote. The powers 
li'ive signified their confidence in the dis¬ 
interestedness of President Roosevelt by 
offering to submit their claims to his 
judgment. That proposition will tickle 
the vaplty of Americans and change com¬ 
pletely their polit of view. The only 
danger of a great war lay in the pos¬ 
sibility of the democracy of the United 
States insisting upon “butting in.” The 
prospects arc not so gloomy as Mr. 
HiU thinks.

in the early hlatory of the Institution, and 
held the responsible position of honorary 
treasurer from the 34th day of June. l»w. 
until hla resignation owing to falling health 
and strength on the 13th July, 1W7, and 
during the whole tlnie of his connection 
with the hospital discharged bis duties In 
a most satisfactory nnd faithful manner. 

Be it further resolved. That a copy of 
this resolution be forwaided to his widow 
snd son. 

In this connection Joshua Davies ob¬ 
served that although the hospital owed 
ite origin to a suggestion by Dr. Davie, 
it was due to the late Mr. Chudley that 
$he institution was erected at the time 
of tho late Queen’s Jubilee of 1697, 
hence its name.

In the course of au interesting criticism 
of Richard Mansfield’s presentation of 
“Julius Caesar," John Corbin, dramatic 
critic of the Now York Times, compares 
Mansfield with the noted stars of the Old 
Country In the following: 

“Heaven knows how he does it, but 
the fact remains that each oue of his 
■nccessive impersonations impresses oile 
in >.ne gross as being a creation of the 
highest authority, of consummate force. 
On the American stage he is supreme, 
for as yet Mr. Sothern has barely won 
his spurs as regards the great parts, 
▲ml what European actors are Mans¬ 
field's superiors? Mr. Beerbohw Tree is 
a clever virtuoso who pads out his slen¬ 
der artistic resources with tricks of 
stage management, even as he pads out 
his slab sides into the rotundity of Fal- 
•taff. 

“Sir Henry Irving lacks Mansfield’s 
force in physique, in voice, in tempera¬ 
ment; and, as for his mannerisms, one 
need only mention them. It so happened 
some half a dozen years ago that both 
Mansfield and Irving were playing Shy- 
lock at the same time on Broadway, so 
that one was able to see them repeatedly 
•nd in alteration. Irving was undoubt¬ 
edly the more subtle in intellect and in 
the imagination of details. An incident 
In Shylock's demeanor toward Gratfcno 
is characteristic. That outspoken Eliza¬ 
bethan gentleman curses the Jew round¬ 
ly to the extent of a dozen lines or bo, 
and Shy lock answers with brief con¬ 
tempt: 

Till thou canst rail the seal from off my 
bond ' 

Thou but offend’st thy lungs to speak so 
loud. 

“Mansfield delivered these lines with a 
wolfish vehemence, holding forth the 
bond so that the seal dangled before 
Gratiano’s lipe—a bit of obvious business 
which the callboy might have invented. 
Irving spoke the lines quietly, with a 
look of contemptuous hatred, covetously 
thrusting the bond beneath his gaber¬ 
dine, and turning to the Duke, exclaim¬ 
ed with vindictive cunning: ‘I stand here 
for law.’ Nothing could better illus¬ 
trate the difference between a merely 
competent and a masterly imagination 
for details. But in histrionism the 
imagination of details, potent as it is 
in re-enforcing an interpretation, is at 
best a handmaiden. First, last, and al¬ 
ways, great art is the imagination and 
the utterance of great passion. Shylock 
above all is a volcano of malignant fire. 
In the passages where it was necessary 
to let loose the fires of rage, Irving im- 
potently trembled and shook, while 
Mansfield blazed and soared. 

“Besides Irving, there is Mr. Forbes 
Robertson. His Hamlet is a creation of 
the highest art—subtle, dreamy, im¬ 
passioned by turns, a creature of prince¬ 
ly wit aud gentility, and of princely 
anger. In no part has Mansfield reached 
auch heights of pure and beautiful art, 
cor is he likely to reach them. But for 
other great Shakespearean parts, Mr. 
Forbes Robertson has not yet revealed 
the requisite emotional force.”

And 
now have also come Mrs. Fiske's “Mary 
of Magdala,” and Hall Caine's “Eternal 
City,” which, if one can trust the state- 
bents of critics, represent at least an 
attempt to stir the deeper feeling that 
•re permanent, instead of those emo¬ 
tions that are temporary and super- 
flcial.” 

“Great is the power of the press and 
the power of the pulpit! Great is the 
influence of the college, tho lecture ball 
and the library! AH these have become 
the angels that minister to a better na¬ 
ture.
